T HE long Stage-men tell all people they binder not the conſumption of Horſe. meat; for they carry 

= but 36 Paſſengers in a Week, and do keep 40 Horſes, each of which doth eat double what a Saddles | 
orſe cats. - 

For anſwer; It is true they keep 4.0 Horſes, and carry but 36 men in a Week; but they carry 36 ſeve- | 
ral Paſſengers every Week, and keep the ſame 40 Horſes all the year; ſo that in one year with 40 Horſes | 
they carry 1872. Paſſengers, wbich muſt go and come thoſe Journeys. Let all the world judge whether 

if there were not theſe Coaches, would not at leaſt 1000 of theſe Travellers keep Horſes for themſelves, and 
Horſes for their Men ſome of them; ſo that there would be x 800. at leaſt uſed to do the work that now 4 0 
do, the like diſproportions there is in all the long Stages 
Come to yourſhort Stages 20 or 30 Miles a day, each 4 Horſes in a Coach, carries 6 Paſſengers a day, 
that is, 36 in a Week, which makes 1872. in a Lear; Conſider then how many Coaches there are; 4 at 
windſor, who with 16 Horſes carry 7442. Paſſengers yearly , , at Redding, who with 3 2 Horſes carry as 
many; 10 at St. Albons : and ſo there are to all Towns within 20 or 30 Miles of London. Conſider every 
one of theſe Coaches carrying 1872. Paſſengers a Year with 4 Horſes, how many of theſe 1872. muſt have 
Horſes of their own, or hire Horſes that would be kept to be let, you would find there would be 50 
Horſes at leaſt kept for one that is now kept, which will occaſion the conſumption of Borſe-mear. | 
It is obſervable, Before theſe Coaches ſer up, Londen ſpent all the Hay, Oats, Beans, Peaſe within 20 
or 30 Miles off London that could be ſpared out of the Countrey, and had vaſt quantities from Henley by 
Water, and from below Graves end, many Ships Lading of Beans from Hull, a world of L inco/n-ſtire Oats 
ſrom Boſton and Lynn, and then Corne and Hay for Horſes bore a good Price at London; Which is the 
Standard for all Countrey-markets, and then great ſtore of Cattle came from YT ork-ſdire Lancaſbire, Lin- 
cols-ſhire, and bore greater Price then now, and that it is not ſo at this time, is the great prejudice of the 
Countrey, and why it is not ſo now, is plain. | ; | 

It is in great meaſure occaſioned by theſe Stage-Coaches, that are ſo numerous, and cominon, and go to all 
Towns 'S that no man now will keep a Horſe ; Why ? becauſe his Rents are fallen he cannot; Why is Rents 
fallen? becauſe there is no conſumption, why no conſumption of Horſe-meat ? becauſe now 40 Horſes in 
the longeſt Stages, 32 Horſes in middle Stages, and 4 Horſes in twenty Miles Stages, do the work of at leaſt 
1500, Horſes that would otherwiſe be kept. 

In London and Middleſex, before theſe Coaches ſet up, abnndance of Merchants and other rich 
Trader-men, as well as all Gentlemen, conſidering their occaſions . ſome to ride|to Fairs and 
Markets, others to take their pleaſure, or go to their Countrey-Houſes, keep Horſes for themſelves, and 
for their men; but when the AR for reſtraining the Hackney-Coaches in London to 400. came vut;- there 
were above 1200. in London, who finding they could not work, then removed and placed themſelves 2 or 
3 in a Town, in almoſt every little Town or Village within 10 or 12 Miles, and all along the River of Thames, 
and at each Town near the ſaid River; ſo that now Citizens and Gentlemen in Middleſex. that kept 
Horſes, and men to look to thoſe Horſes, and Horſes for them to ride with them, baving a paſſage for a 
Shilling ot two from or into any Town or place about London keep no Horſes, nor the men they uſe to do. 
and Gentſemen that come to Ion in Coaches, coming without Men or Horſes, hinder the great conſuinp. 
tion of proviſion for Man and Beaſt,that uſed to be in London, London not being now able to ſpend what grows 
within twenty Miles ol it, not the Beaſts that come from the Countries aforeſaid, which is to the great prejudice 
of the Gentlemen and the Graſiers, and by this means Paſture- lands about London are fallen a third peny. 

Theſe Coaches ruine the Water-men, carry all Paſſengers that uſed to be Skuller or Oar-fares,and hinder 
the breeding Sea-men ſor the uſe of 7 | 


They hinder the breed of Rorſes, ofwhich there will be a neceſſity for all Gentlemen to apply themſelves 
unto when Stage- Coaches are put down, otherwiſe the Kingdom cannot be ſerved. 
| They tuin the 400. Hackney-Coaches in London that are Licenſed, pay 3 L a Year,are bound to keep good 
Horſes and Coaches; for theſe ſhort Stage-men bring and carry all Paſſengers to all Towns within 20 Miles 
of London, and come into London, break and annoy the Streets, yet pay nothing towards repairing, but 
if they were down, at leaſt 100. or 150, of the 300. would be hired out of Londen, by which the Streets 
would be leſs broken or annoyed, « 

They not only hinder che conſumption of Leather, by making Boots, Saddles, Portmantues, Hat-caſes, 
Holſters, Belts, Girts, uſeleſs, but hinder making many Coaches; for if they were down, there would be 
made two for every one that is now made. 

They prejudice the Poſt- office certainly, when Coachmen within 20 Miles of London offer to give their 

Mlaſters 15 or 20 J. per annum a piece for the benefit of their Letters, 

They muſt hinder the E xciſe, when it is plain, not one moiety ofthe Beer and Ale is conſumed on the Roads, 
or in the Inns in London, that there was when Gentlemen did travel with Servants, the Inn-keepers pay not 
wo thirds ſo much for the Exciſe as they uſed to do. 

in ſhorr, Stage · Coaches are become by their numeronſneſs a common Nuſance, and tend to the deſtructi- 
on of the whole Kingdom, fo that from all Parts and great ( ities and Towns in Exglend complaints come 
againſt hem, and moſt of them petition for ſuppreſſing them, And in as much it is as true, the Plague and 
the War deſtroyed many people, which hinder a great conſumption of what was formerly, the more need 
now there isto uſe all mean; to ſuppreſs thoſe projects that tend to the hindering of the conſumption of what 
may, and certainly will be conſumed when they are deſtroyed. And ſuch tort he Reaſons aforeſaid are Stage- 
Coaches; Ergo, not to be countenanced.
